12 Feb, 15 Fac. 1. Commiſſion iſſued under the Seal of the Court of Exchequer by Warrant of the then Lord Treaſurer and Chancellor of the Exchequer, and dated. 
This Commiſſion and 12th of February, in the 15th Year of King James the Firſt, directed to Sir Timothy Hutton, and Sir Talbot Bowes, Knights 5 Adam Midleham, Eſq; His 
ks are” writ fn the then Majeſty's Steward of the Honour of Kichmond and Lordſhip of Middlcham, Roberi Pepper, Chriſtopher Pepper, Marmaduke Wilſon, Efquires ; and 
Hand of the Court, uſed Roger Kenyon, Gent. Surveyor of the ſaid Honor and Lordſhip, 'and impowers thoſe Commiſſioners (whereof Sir T; imothy Hutton, Sir Talbot Bowes 
in the time of King Fames Adam Midleham and Roger Kenyon to be one) to execute and perform certain Articles and Inſtructions annexed- to the Commiſſion, as well upon the Oaths of 
me Firſt. lawful Men of the ſaid County, as by the Survey, Examinations, and Depoſitions of credible Perſons, and by all other Ways and Means as the Commiſ- 
ſioners ſhall think fit according to the Articles. And commands the Commiſſioners by general Words to execute the Articles of Inſtructions, and to return 

their Attings in the Premiſes as ſoon as they could, and at fartheſt in one Month after Michaelmas then next. 

And in the faid Commiſſion there is a Command to the Sheriff to ſummon Juries as the Commiſſioners ſhall direct. 


Articles. There are Six ſeveral Articles of Inſtruction annex'd to the Commiſſion, viz. 


1. That the Commiſſioners by their own View, by Oaths of Furies, by Examination of Witneſſes upon Oath, and all other Ways to them ſeeming meet, to ſurney, divides 
and bounder out the ſeveral Mannors, Hamlets, and Villages within the Precinft of the Honor and Lordſhip aforejaid, one from the other, and from all other confining Lords 
ſhips, that ſo the true Circuit of his Majeſty's Lands there may in certainty appear. 

I. To ſever and ſet apart from his Majeſty's Lands all Lands belongs to Freebolders and Ch:rterers, or other meſne Lords: And in caſe where any Perſon of any other Lord- 
ſhip do claim Common or other Freedom within the Precint+, to mention the ſame, how anc by what Right. 

III. To enquire and find out the Incroachments and Improvements made upon the Commons and Waſts, and which of them are held by Grant from the Crown, and which not. and 
to cauſe the ſame to be exaflly admeaſured, and in whoſe holding the ſame are, and by what Gr ant, we

V. To treat with his Majeſty's Tenants for a competent Fine and Rent by the Acre, to be reſerved to the Crown for the Incroachments and Improvements already made, and 
for the reſt of the Waſts lying open. | , 

VI. To certify to the Lord Treaſurer and Chancellor of the Exchequer, a Schedule of the Tenants Names, and of the Incroachments and Improvements already made, and 
what number of Acres each of the Tenants deſired to be demiſed, together with the Commiſſioners Opinions therein, with ſuch Verditts of Juries, Examinations, and Davina 
fitions as they hold material for the advancement of his Majeſty's Right. Y P 


The manner how the Commiſſioners executed this Commiſſion, is contained in eight ſeveral Schedules thereto annexed, all of them coherent in all Particulars 
and writ in one and the ſame Hand Writing, and in an ancient and very legible Charatter ; and on the ontſide of the laſt of the Schedules there is a Direction to the 
Lord Treaſurer, Chancellor, Lord Chief Baron, and Barons of the Exchequer. And it alſo thereon appears that the Commiſſion and Schedules were delivered 
L into Court by Roger Kenyon, one of the Commiſſioners, on the 28th of Day of November, Anao 16. Facobi. 
16 Facobi, The laſt of the Schedules in the innermoſt part thereof, is ſubſcribed by the Names of Sir Timothy Hutton, and five other of the Commiſſioners who executec 


the fame, and dated at Richmond the i gth Oftober, 1618. : S : F 
The Commiſſion is Indorſed by the ſame Commiſſioners, and thereon certified that the Execution of the Commiſſion appears in certain Schedules annexed. 


The eight Schedules contain the manner how the Commiſſioners executed the Commiſſion, and is a Certificate from the Commiſſioners to that purpoſe. 
- No Admeaſurement but Firſt, They certify that they ſeveral times met at Richmond and Middleham, in Execution of the Commiſſion, and that they Imployed two expert Surveyers, and 
| uk Ee and oave __ in charge to Survey and Admeaſure all the Incloſures and Improvements; and all other the Improveable Commons within the Precincts of the Honor and 
- Lordſhip. 
That they Impannelled four Juries, viz. One Jury of Gentlemen and Freeholders of the County, to Bounder and Divide the Honor of Richmond from all confining 
Lordſhips, by certain known Meets and perfe& Bounds, and alſo to preſent the Freehold Lands there belonging to any Perſon other than the King, and what Perſon 
had Common upon the Waſtes, and by what Right. And one Jury of the King's Tennants of the Honor, to ſet forth what Lands have been Incroached, Improved, 
or Incloſed, and in whoſe holding, and of what Value, and for the Lordſhip of Middleham, by two ſuch other Juries they did the like. 
That having ſpent part of the Summer in Perambulation, View, Examination of Witneſſes, producing of ancient Boundaries, and Evidence to enform the Com- 
miſſioners, and the Juries. The Commiſſioners certify that.they have received from the ſeveral Juries, the VerdiQts following, and firſt for Richmond. 
Richmond. The Jury of Freeholders of the County ( whoſe Names are therein incerted ) do preſent that the Boundary of the Honor of Richmond, is as therein followeth. 
Wherein is ſet forth the particular Meets and Bounds of the whole Honor, and the ſeveral Names of ſuch Meets and Bounds. 


Note, That the firſt Boundary begins upon Stayn Moor, at the head of Deepdale Beck, which Beck ( as the Survey ſays ) divideth the Kings Foreſt "from the Farl of Devon for 
his Lordſhip of Lartington. That it likewiſe therein appears that the Earl of Cumberland claims a great quantity of Ground within theſe Bounders, by an antient Bounder 
ewea for him. And that the Lord Wharton for his Mannor of Swadale, claims to the Top of a Bounder, called Faſtmolt-Hill, and that Evidence was given to the 


Jury on both ſides. 


Then the Jury preſent, what Freehold Lands are in the Honor of Richmond, and the particular Perſons that hold the ſame, vz. in Bowes and Bolror, and that they 


Claim and enjoy, Common on the Waſtes, and that no other Perſon or Townſhip have any Right of Common. 
Thoſe Incloſures are in The Jury of the King's Tennants ( named therein particularly ) preſent what Incroachments, Improvements, or other Incloſures have been made, where they 
Number 29, and in ſeveral lie, and in whoſe holding they are, and what yearly Rents they pay to the King, by what Title. 
Townſhips. Then this Jury preſent ſeveral Improvements taken up within Bowes, (a Townſhip within the Honor) not held by Leaſe or Grant, and the ſeveral Perſons holding 
ThoſeareinNumber 12-4he ſ4me, the Quantity of Acres each Improvement contains, and what ſuch Perſons offer to pay as a Rent to the Crown. 
| The Commiſſioners likewiſe certify, that in the laſt mention'd Verdi&, concerning Bowes, when they had compared it with the Admeaſurement of the Improve=- 
ments in Bowes, made by the Surveyor they found ſuch difference in the Number of Acres, that they thought it their Duty to certify the Admeaſurement 
made by the Surveyor, which therein is particularly certifyed to the Court. Then the Commiſſioners Certify what Perſons 1n Bowes are willing to incloſe Lands there, 
and alſo the whole Circuit and Bounds of Bowes Moor, and Common, and what ſort of Land it is, and that it contains 11050 Acres, whereof the Earl of Cumberland 


claims 1000 Acres, and the Lord Wharroz's Tennants a ſmall Quantity. 


The firſt four Schedules contain the matters before recited concerning the Honor of Richmand. : | 
The next four Schedules contain in the ſane manner the Verdifts of the two Juries, concerning the Lordſhip of Middleham,. wherein the particular Meets and Bounds of the 


Lordſhip, and alſo of a particular Townſhip within the Lordſhip, called Kettlewell, are ſet forth; ( 1; which Boundary the Eſtates of the then Earl of Cumberland, and the 
Lord Scrope appear to be greatly concerned) and alſo what Improvements arid Incloſures there are in the Lordſhip, in the ſame manner, as Lefore in Richmond. 


Then, laſtly, the Commiſſioners certify that their Treaty with the 2Z:adleham Tennants, for the Improvements was refuſed; and that their Opinions are that the: 
Improvements in Bowes are worth 34 per Acre, per Ann. on AMiddleham Moor, 6d per Acre, and the relF in Ricimond and Ardaltham, 2d per Acre, which tho? ſmall 


Rates, yet the Quality of the Land, and the ſmalJneſs of the Meaſure confidered, they hold jt a competent Rate. :
